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PREFACE 


The Cumulative Index (1976-1980) to the Bulletin of Bibliography is an 
author-subject index to the contents of Volumes 33 (1976) through 37 (1980) 
of the Bulletin of Bibliography. 


Through Volume 35 (1978), the Bulletin of Bibliography and Magazine Notes 
included a column entitled “Births, Deaths, and Magazine Notes,” edited and 
compiled by Leonard J. Macmillan. In 1979 this column merged with another 
Faxon publication, Serials Updating Service Quarterly. Consequently, begin- 
ning with Volume 36 (1979), the Bulletin’s title was changed to Bulletin of 
Bibliography. 


Arrangement and Subject Headings 


Entries are alphabetically arranged, letter-by-letter. Cross-references have 
been provided to refer the user from general to specific headings. Complete 
citations have been provided under the author's name as well as under 
specific subject headings. Multiple entries by an individual author are al- 
phabetically arranged by the title of the bibliography. 


Subject headings are based on those used in the Cumulative Index (1897 - 
1975) to the Bulletin of Bibliography and Magazine Notes.' Those headings 
used for the first time herein are based on the Library of Congress Subject 
Headings, 9th edition (1980). 


All subject headings appear in boldface type; author entries appear in regular 
type. 


Format 


The guidelines for bibliographic form published in the MLA Handbook? were 
adapted by the Bulletin in 1977 and have been used in this /ndex. 


Codes have been used within subject and author entries to indicate the types 
of sources included in a particular bibliography. These codes, which are found 
at the bottom of each page, are as follows: p. (primary sources only); s. 
(secondary sources only); p. + s. (primary and secondary sources); and 
annot. (annotated). 


The volume number, year of publication, and inclusive pagination have also 
been provided within subject and author entries. Issue numbers have not been 
included since continuous pagination is used throughout each annual volume 
of the Bulletin.
